GENERAL SHIPPING NEWS. 


An extruordinary story of the sea las 
come to light at Liverpool, as the result of 
an interview with 3 shipwrecked; seaman. 
Un the 4th December, 1887, the iron bar- 
qne Glenmore, of Carrickfergus, left Mary- 
port, Cumberland, for Busuoa Ayres, with 
u garge of railway iron, Mr Junius Morgan 
gives the folluwing account of the veyage : 
—-*We arrived ut Monte Video, where we 
discharged cargo, touk in ballnst, and sailed 
for Talcahuano, Chili, on the 24th Ma ch 
last. Ou the 7th Apri] woe sighted la d, 
being teu to twelve miles off Cape Diego. 
We hud hove to'to wait tor daylight, in 
order to enter the Straits betwee Staten 
{sland and Tierra del Fuego, which are 
kuown os the Straits of Le Maire. Shortly 
before midnight we set all sail, and tried to 
put tbe ship round on the other tack. 
Owing to » sudden shift of the wind sho 
became unmanogeable, and struck on a 


aatisfactory:rate of epoed, This fina vessel, 
with her sister ship. the Oriental, ix well 
fitted to maintain the high reputation of the 
company. She is 410 feat tong and 48 feet 
beam, with a gross register tor nuge of 6,000 
tona, ang is intended to accommodate 155 
first and 60 second saloon passengors. 
Whothor on deck or below there is no lack , 
of improvement of all surts, and it would be ~ 
hurd to say whotter .the safety or tha 
luxurious comfort of the passengers has 
veun most studied. She haa eight water- 
tight oumpartments, and an ampla sitpply 
of lifeboats with, patent disengaging gear, a 
steam launch, and ample precaution againat 
fire, all admirably adapted to secure the: 
sufety of ber passengers. Aa for cumfort, 
she tas been fitted with noiselvas hydraulio 
machinory,.cold chambers for provisions 
and ice production, reomy und lofty cubins, 
and handsomely-designed dining-room and 
saloons, tho work of the architect of the 
Imperial Institute. Her first voyage will 
bo to Bombay direct, leaving London on 
Dec. 7. zt 

On tho 14th inst. a steel scrow steamer, 
named the Arba Bro-hera, built for Mesars, 
B. and &. Arbib, London, was launched 
from the shipbuilding yard of Messrs. 0. 8, 
Swanaond Hnoter, Wallsend, "The veasol is 
of the folluwing dimensions :—Length, 330 
foot ; breadth, 40 feot; depth moulded, 27 
feot ; clasaed 1L0 Al at Lioyd’s under special 
survey, on the threo deck rule with poop, 
long bridge house, topgaltant forecastle, 
water ballast in collular.duuble bottom, five 
steam winches for the rapid discharge of the
